SPLITTING UP. 


At Atlanta, Georgia, the press agent of the 
Kin Klux Elan has been indicted by a grand jury 
for having shot and killed a lawyer representing 
the Simmons faction of the organization. Lf the 
Klan has thus got to the place where it is sub 
dividing into sub-groups, the menace which it is 
said to offer to public authority in the southern 
states is likely to fade. When law-breakers fall 
out the law-keepers usually come into their own. 


NO CHANGE IN SIGHT. 

Elections in the United States do not suggest 
that the alleged revolt of the U.S. consumer 
against the protective tariff got as far as the 
ballot box. The net result seems to be that the 
Republicans will carry on with about the same 
majority as before, or one large enough to ensure 
the maintenance of the party policy. There is 
nothing in it to brighten the prospect for the 
early removal of the tariff against Canadian 
wheat and beef. 


A WORD OF WARNING. . 

Premier Dunning of Saskatchewan says it is 
“economic nonsense’ to talk about controlling 
the world price for wheat. It may not be popular 
to blurt out the facts in that way at this juncture, 
but if the statement is taken to heart it may do 
something to lessen the shock of disappointment 
on the part of those who have been expecting the 
impossible from a system of collective marketing 
of prairie wheat. The possible advantages of a 
wheat pool are limited to any margin which may 
be shaved off the cost of selling the grain. . The 
clearer, more clearly and generally that is recog- 
nized the better for all concerned, 


WAS TALKING FOR HIMSELF. 

Attorney General Brownlee has given a 
straight and emphatic denial to rumors that he 
intended to resign. There is no reason in the 
result from Monday’s poll why he should do so. 
The Government took no sides in the campaign 
or in the preparation of the ballot. The Ministers 
who said which they thought to be the better 
course did so in the exercise of their rights as 
private citizens, not as expressing the attitude of 
the Government. It isnot denied even toa cabinet 
Minister to have opinions or to state them, so 
long as it is clearly understood whether he is 
speaking for himself or for the administration, 
and on that point there was no room for doubt 
in this instance.
